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BIBLIOGRAPHICAL  SOURCES  FOR  NIGERIAN  STUDIES 

Ibadan  University  Library  publishes  a  current  bibli¬ 
ography  of  Nigeria,  'Nigerian  Publications'.  It  has  been  found 
useful  by  research  workers  and  by  libraries.  But  a  retrospective 
bibliography  compiled  on  the  same  lines  as  Cardinal l's  work  on 
the  Gold  Coast  (Ghana)  or  Luke's  on  Sierra  Leone  is  still  lacking. 
Until  this  gap  if  filled  it  may  be  useful  to  provide  a  shorter 
alternative  in  the  form  of  a  list  of  b i b 1 i og raph i ca 1  sources  in 
a  number  of  subject  areas.  This  then  is  the  justification  for 
this  little  work. 

B i b 1 i og raph i ca 1  sources  for  Nigerian  studies  include: 

(i)  published  library  catalogues; 

(ii)  general  and  special  bibliographies  covering 
the  whole  of  Africa; 

(iii)  reading  lists  and  bibliographies  appearing 
at  the  end  of  textbooks; 

(iv)  bibliographies  devoted  specifically  to  Nigerian 
top i cs . 

All  these  categories  are  included.  Perhaps  a  word  of  explanation 
is  necessary  with  regard  to  the  inclusion  or  exclusion  of  certain 
items.  Some  textbooks  like  A.N.  Cook's  'British  enterprise  in 
Nigeria',  for  instance,  contain  excellent  bibliographies,  yet  they 
are  excluded  if  they  have  been  superceded  by  more  comprehensive  or 
more  up  to  date  works.  Some  apparently  older  ones  have  been  added 
alongside  more  recent  publications  if  they  seem  to  supplement  or 
complement  each  other.  In  other  words,  no  attempt  is  made  to 
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include  all  and  every  bibliography  on  Nigeria.  My  yardstick 
is  how  up  to  date  and  comprehensive  they  are. 

I  wish  to  thank  Mr.  John  Harris,  Librarian,  Ibadan 
University  and  Mr.  Hans  Panofsky,  Curator,  Africana  Library, 
Northwestern  University,  for  the  encouragement  and  valuable 
assistance  they  gave  me  in  the  preparation  of  the  list.  I  am 
also  grateful  to  Ingrid  Hanson  who  handled  the  secretariel 
aspect  of  the  work.  All  errors  are,  however,  my  own  responsi 
bility  and  I  should  be  grateful  for  any  suggestions  as  to  how 
to  i mp rove  the  list.
